/  At  the  time  of  Dr.  dial mei-s's  death  there  appeured  in  the 
Bdinhurgh  Witttem  an  obituary  notice  of  that  great  man  ;  the  fol- 
lowing extract  seems  to  call  for  serious  considemtion  at  a  crisis  like 
this:-— "With  gi-eatly  more  energy  than  any  other  man  of  tlte 
body,  he  had  also  greatly  more  of  the  via  inertias  that  withstands 
the  influence  of  a  cuirent  from  without  He  fonned,  in  one 
important  phase  of  his  character,  a  great  iiAmovable  anchor,  that 
moored  the  vessel  of  tlie  Free  Church  right  over  the  Disruption  ; 
and,  now  that  he  is  gone,  there  must  be  sedulous  watch  kept,  lest, 
yielding  to  the  insidious  tendencies  of  the  time,  we  drift  aWay." 
ThW  are  the  words  in  whidh  the  Chuivh  was  admonislied  to  be 
on  her  guard,  now  that  her  robust  pilot  was  gone,  against  that 
strong  current  of  change  and  ^sensational  novelty  which  constitute 
M>  marked,  a  feature  of  the  restive  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Sir,  I  would  i)our  out  my  prayer  for  the  peace  of  the  Church- 
that  God  would  be  gracious  to  us,  and  <)uell  the  agitation  that 
afflicts  ns.  We  am  called  to  do  a^^gi-^it  work — to  lay  the  founda- 
tions on  this  vast  territory  of  the  Christianity  of  future  ages';  and 
we  cannot  do  it  but  in  the  power — the  quiescence  of  fi-atemal  unity. 
OurChurch  is  feeble;  it  is  the  period  of  her  infancy  ;  why  shatter 
.  lier  strength  witli  questions  that  "gender  strife  rather  thui  godly 
•edifyiiigf  V  The  sound  of  an  iron  tooj^  was  not  heard  when  Solo- 
tton's  builders  were  busy  on  the  temple ;  it  rose  amid  silent  and 
liarmoDious  activity— a  dwelling  phice  on  earth  for  the  God  <rf 
Bnoa
